All that is essential to man's comfort, in 


the way of food, clothing, shelter, etc., can be pro 
duced in perhaps ten times greater quantities, with 
the same amount of labor, than they could a half a 
century ago. 
This is due mostly to labor saving 


machines with which one man can do the work of 
eight or ten by the old time processes. 
Yet with 


all of these improved facilities ior production, there 
are a good many more than ten persons going hun- 
gry, HI clad and shelterless to-day than then: were 
at the limit of The Journal scribe's memory. 
How 


does the News account for this? Even if our es- 
teemed contemporary's statements were facts, which 
they are not. does tliat prove the falsity of the as- 
sertion of Dunn's Commercial Agency that the 
wages of labor have not advanced proportionately 
with the cost of living, or <!oes it explain the cause 
of the idleness of hundreds of willing hands to-day, 
to one, half a century ago ? Is the New's argument 
a refutation of The Journal's declaration, that our 
law.m>kers while encouraging the promotion of pro- 
duction should not neglect provisions for more 
equal distribution of the benefits that science and 
invention have furnished, or that the lawmakers of 
the dominant political party have failed to do this. 
Finally, does the News still maintain that labor 
wage should not be regulated, to some extent at 
least, by the cost of living ?
